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Increased Demand for Fall Lines 
Augments Manufacturing Activities 


Reports Indicate Call for All Lines 


Keports from St. Louis and Missouri retailers show an in- 
ereased demand for all lines of seasonable goods, with trade in 
St. Louis much heavier than it was this month a year ago. Drug, 
Shoe and clothing dealers are exceptional!v active, taking care 
of the demands of buyers and have little or no spare time to ex- 
amine new limes, which are badly needed. 


In the southern end of the St. Louis distributing 
cotton 18s moving fast and at a price that is reimbursing planters 
for their anxiety during the spring and summer while the crop 
was maturing. Farmers are now selling wheat in larger quanti- 
ties, probably because the price is higher than it was a month ago, 
when harvesting was on. In the northern part of the corn belt 
early frost damaged corn, but so far the Missouri crop is un 
touched. and looms up well.

Business activities in St. Louis and vicinity are outlined in 
Dun & Co.'s review as follows: ‘* While it 1° still somewhat early 
or real activity in fall lines of merchandise, a fair retail business 
is being done, principally in men’s clothing. furnishings, women’s 
ready-to-wear and knit goods. In the wholesale field there is a 
noticeable number of replenishment orders. Staple cottons are 
active, but retail merchants are not disposed to stock up beyond 
requirements for the immediate future. Manufacturing 1s more 
active than a few weeks ago. Order's for domestic coal are very 
satisfactory, but industrial consumers are apparently holding off 
from buying in the expectation of lower prices for steam grades. 
Sentiment in the rural districts is optimistic, owing to the favor- 
able crop prospects and the high prices for livestock. Demand 
for lumber seems to increase as the season advances, especially 
among the retailers. The hardwood trade is increasing in volume. 


‘‘Furniture factories are now opératigg 6n an 80 per cent ca- 
pacity basis. Box factories and planing mills are tairly active. 
The advance in wheat quotations has reduced new flour busimess 
to some extent. , 
higher prices asked by the millers. The trade has been fair, how- 
ever, and the mills are busy with orders on hand, although not 
running up to normal. Foreign buyers are displaying more in- 
terest, and business of this character is better than for some time 
past, the demand being for cheaper good:. Collections are re- 
garded as being fairly satisfactory. 

Retail trade in St. Louis during the past few weeks has been 
exceptionally brisk in children’s clothing and shoes. This is due, 
in part, to the opening of schools and other educationa: institu- 
tions, public and private. The progressive retailer is pow making 
a final effort to clear his shelves of spring and summer goods by 
offering bargains so attractive that even mail orders have dou- 
bled. However, practically all show windows are filled with un- 
usual displays for the fall and winter season and present. condi- 
tions indicate an exceptéonal business during the next - three 


months

Common observation shows that St. Louis today 
stands high in the ranks of morally clean cities and 
deserves no “fearful indictment.’’ Much remains 
to be done. but nothing will be accomplished by 
exaggeration and denunciation. Disorderly places 
can be closed under the existing law. But there 
must be actual evidence, not suspicion, based on 
anonymous complaints or otherwise. 

After all, the true remedy lies tn education and 
in the growth of the moral sentiment among the 
people. And, as in the case of the misuse of liquor 
before prohibition, this growth can be relied on to 


, continue and improve conditions. This is abundant- 


ly proved by a comparison with St. Louis today and 
anywhere from 20 to 30 years ago.

THE FIGHT FOR FIUME. 

An examination of the map of Europe as laid out 
by the post-war treaties shows why the port of 
Fiume has been and is likely to be a trouble maker 
for all the countries either bordering on the north- 


ern shores of the Adriatic or back of those shores. 


Clustering around this upper part of the narrow 

sea east of Italy are Italy and Jugosiavia, both of 
which have long seacosts. But north of these 
two countries, and completely cut off from the sea. 
}are what is left of Austria, Hungary and the new 
‘state of Czechoslovakia, all in need of seaports. 
_ But the port of Fiume, under any rule except 
that of Italy, is a strong competitor of the Italian 
port of Trieste, both ports being fed by the same 
railway system. As long as Fiume was a free city, 
ae provided by the treaty of Rapello, trade from all 
the hinterland represented by the other countries 
named had the use of the port on the same terms 
as Italy, to the detriment of Trieste. The Italian 
Fascisti are good business men as well as loyal 
black-shirts and could not permit Fiume to get out 
of Italian hands. In February. 1922, they ousted 
the provisional government which had succeeded 
D’Annunszio’s regime and the city and port hare 
since been held by Italian regulars.

Some agreement mar be patched up. but 
it will be, so far as the weaker countries. including 
Jugosiavia, are concerned, an agreement under 
Guress. Fiume will still be a source of heartburn- 
ing and discontent.

bill aimed at the Stock Exchange” 

If another officeholder who has a retaining 
fee from a notorious bucket shop calls us up 
and gives us seven ~-minutes to restore the 
wires to that bucket shop under threat of po- 
litical reprisal at Albany—— 

Again, if the author of a bill which was 
designed to put the Stock Exchange out of 
business comes to us and asks for a retaining 
fee so that he may testify that he has exam- 
ined the exchange and found it perfectly all 
right 
Those are the “ifs.” Are they supposititious? 

Does not the particularity with which they are pre- 


sented indicate that they are real occurrences? And 


if so, can the Stock Exchange square its conscience 
by announcing that hereafter, when blackmail or 
sandbagging is attempted, it will give the name and 
address of the would-be blackmailer or sandbag- 
ger?
